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Thank you for your Response to Request for Corrected Filing Receipt mailed on June 26, 
2002, in connection with the above-identified patent application. A copy of the Response to Request 
for Corrected Filing Receipt is attached for your convenience. 

The Response to Request for Corrected Filing Receipt states that small entity status was 
previously claimed in this application. Small entity status, however, was not previously claimed in 
the application. 

The application was filed on January 17, 2002, and the application included a Credit Card 
Payment Form PTO-2038 in the amount of $1,049.00, a copy of which is attached for your

convenience. As shown on the Fee Transmittal form filed with the application, Applicant paid a 
Large Entity Filing Fee of $740.00 under 37 C.F.R. § 1 .16(a). A copy of the fee transmittal form is 
attached for your convenience. In order to assert small entity status by payment of a small entity fee 
under 37 C.F.R. § 1.27 (c), a party must pay the exact amount of one of the small entity basic filing 
fees set forth in §§ 1 . 16 (a), (f), (g), (h) or (k). In this case, Applicant did not pay the exact amount 
of one of the small entity basic filing fees set forth in §§ 1.16 (a), (0, (g), (h) or (k). In contrast, 
Applicant paid the Large Entity Filing Fee of $740.00 under 37 C.F.R. § 1.16 (a). Accordingly, 
Applicant did not assert small entity status under 37 C.F.R. § 1.27 (c). Thus, small entity status was 
not previously claimed in the application. Consequently, Applicant respectfully requests a corrected 
Official Filing Receipt no longer listing Applicant's status as a small entity. 

Applicant, however, incorrectly paid the extra claim fee under 37 C.F.R. § 1.16 (b) for 
independent claims in excess of three and extra claim fee under 37 C.F.R. § 1.16 (c) for claims in 
excess of twenty as a small entity. Specifically, Applicant paid an extra claim fee of $309, which is 
the small entity extra claim fee. Payment of the small entity extra claim fee, however, is not an 
assertion of small entity status under 37 C.F.R. § 1.27 (c) because §§ 1.16 (b) and 1.16 (c) are not 
included under § 1.27 (c) (as stated above, only §§1.16 (a), (f), (g), (h) and (k) apply to §1.27 (c)).

In addition to not previously claiming small entity status in the application, Applicant 
believes the error in payment of the extra claim fee by Applicant's previous attorney of record was in 
good faith and should be excused under 37 C.F.R. § 1.28 (c). In particular, as shown in the attached 
Fee Transmittal Form filed with the application, Applicant paid the basic filing fee as a large entity 
and paid the extra claim fee as a small entity. The Patent and Trademark Office originally noticed 
the error in the payment of the extra claim fee as a small entity and charged the deposit account of 
Applicant' s previous attorney of record $284.00 as the deficiency owned by the applicant. A copy of 
the Monthly Statement of Deposit Account for Applicant's previous attorney of record is attached. 

The undersigned, who is now Applicant's attorney of record, however, believes that the 
deficiency owed was $309.00 and not $284.00 charged by the PTO. Specifically, the undersigned 
-believes an extra claim fee for twenty-five (25) claims in excess of twenty claims at a fee of eighteen 
dollars ($18.00) and two (2) independent claims in excess of three at a fee of eighty-four ($84.00) 
should have resulted in a extra claims fee of $618.00. Applicant, however, originally paid an extra 
claim fee of $309.00 and the PTO charged the deposit account of Applicant's previous attorney of 
record $284.00. Therefore, the undersigned believes a deficiency of $25.00 is owed. Accordingly, 
enclosed is Credit Card Payment Form PTO-2038 in the amount of $25.00 to correct the previous 
erroneous payment of the small entity extra claim fee.
